No government 
of a free country can long pre- 
vent its people from buying what 
they want to buy, at prices which 
they can and will pay, and it is a 
plain fact that prices never rise 
beyond the point at which the 
public can and will pay for them. 

Mr. Abbot has pointed out in 
plain language that the famous 
price control system in Canada 
during the war was taken off in 


1946, because the ,Government 
felt that it was about to break 
down. Price control was taken 


off in the United States because 
it haa broken down, there. Hold 
your horses for a moment. Pitte 
control, in the United States, is 
now admittedly breaking down 
again, after being tried for only 
a few months. When it breaks 
down, the vost-of-living in that 
country will rise even faster than 
it has been rising in Canada,
